To THE CITIZENS OF WENTWORTH: 


In presenting to you our report of the schools under our su- 
pervision for the past year, we shall depart from the usual 
practice of Superintendents in the past, by giving you a gen- 
eral idea of what has been done in the schools, instead of tak- 
ing each school in order, and discussing the merits and 
demerits of the teacher and scholars, believing that such a 
course would do no good now, while it might create jealousy 
between teachers and schools. We deemed it best to have but 
one term in No. 12, and give the scholars a chance to attend 
the fall and winter terms at the village and in No. r. 

The scholars that formerly belonged in the Union district be- 
tween Wentworth and Dorchester all went to No.8 in the 
summers and a portion of them in the winter, the rest going to 
their old school, for which we paid the school board of Dor- 
chester tuition. 

The school in former Union district between Rumney and 
Wentworth has been maintained by the two districts about the 
_ same as it was under the old law. 

We had a term of six weeks in No. 3, four scholars attend- 
ing from that district. and six from the adjoining ones. 

For information in regard to Jength of schools, number of

scholars, the studies pursued, and teachers emploved, we refer 
you to the statistical table which accompanies this report. __ 

We had, without counting the Union districts, 183 weeks of 
school in which the average number of scholars registered was 
16 1-4, the largest school containing 35 names, and the smallest 
7. We have also paid the school district of Orford for tuition 
the same as under the old law. Most of the teachers have had 
previous experience teaching in this and adjoining towns and 
we were well pleased with the results of their labor generally. 
We would like to see more ofthe parents visit their schoo] and 
find out for themselves what their children are learning. 
Thanking you for the uniform courtesy shown us in the past, 
this report is respectfully submitted.
